Ban Francisco, and for two days de- 
positors were on the "ragged edge." 
There has been so many bank failures 
of late that the people have become, 
to a great extent, distrustful of insti- 
tutions which they had the slightest 
idea were not well managed. The last 
California Legislature wisely passed 
a law organizing a Board of Bank 
Commissioners. The 
Clay 
Street 


Bank enforced their rules; and the 
Bank Commissioners, In discharge 
of their duty, made a thorough ex- 
amination of the bank's affairs, and 
have reported tbat it is in a perfect- 
ly solvent condition, and recommend- 
ing it to the confidence of the public. 
The " run" soon ended but bad it 
not been for the Commissioners, con- 
fidence could not have been restored, 
and eventually that bank would have 
been compelled to wind np its affairs 
• nd retire from business. In this 
case both the general public and the 
t>ank was protected. Our idea in cal- 
ing attention to this is tbat oar next 
Legislature may follow the example 
of California. The banks of this 
State should be compelled as1 in Cal- 
ifornia, to publish semi-annual state- 
ments of their assets and liabilities, 
so that depositors can judge how 
honestly their money is managed. 
A Board of Bank Commissioners 
should bj appointed, clothed witb 
proper authority to investigate, to 
compel all banking institutions to 
repair their capital if impaired, and 
to have general sopervsion of all that 
may be of benefit to the public in this 
respect.

MTATB PttlMON HTATtSTIGO. 


Mr. F. B. Sanborn, of Boston, has 


been collecting some interesting facts 
relatira to crime and criminals iu the 
United States. 
The total number 


this year is twice aa great at in 1872, 
the relative ligur«n being 31,019 to 
16,01*2. 
The greatest increase is in 


Georgia, Tennessee and several of 
the Western States. The whole num- 
ber of persons in prison as convicts, 
or awaiting trial, is 00,000 of whom 
less than one-sixth are women. About 
10,000 of the whole number are in 
New York and 4,200 in Maooachusetts, 
where the proportion of prisoners to 
population is greater than iu any 
other part of the country. In the 
Southern States the State Prisons are 
generally made self-supporting by 
the labor of the convicts, who ore 
leased to contractors, who may em- 
ploy them anywhere iu the State. 
In Arkansas tho contractor pays noth- 
ing—only supports the prisoners. 
In Tennessee, Georgia and Missis- 
sippi, stated suras are given per head 
for each convict. 


Mr. Sanborn arrives at this rptmlt: 


"The general result of the labor of 
convicts in the State prisons of thirty- 
x ton States, falls 84,250,000 short of 
t' •' earnings requisite to support the 


'2 i.OJO convicts in those prisons last 
y .ir. That sum, divided among an 


^rage of 20,000 State prisoners, 


g. • os an average cost of something 
m re than 843 a year for each con- 
vL t. If we add in the sum paid for 
the support of short-sentenced pris- 
omrs in jails, tho total coat of 60,000 
persons in prison throughout the 
yojr 1877 would probably exceed 
85,000,000. or something more than 
850 a year for each prisoner." 


THE NEW RAILROAD BRAM U. 


The new Air Line and Tide Level 


Branch of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road, between Oakland and Sacra- 
mento, will be started into operation 
about the 1st of September. This 
route leaves the Western Division at 
Tracey, a new station located about 
half-way between Ellis and Bantas; 
thence it runs to Martinez, and fol- 
lows the edge of San Pablo and San 
Francisco Bays to Oakland wharf. 
The Sacramento Bee says of it: 


Ellis station will be abandoned 


after Sunday, September 1st, and all 
the buildings at that point are to 
be moved np to Tracey. 
The new 


route is no longer than the old one, 
by way of Altamont, Pltasanton and 
Livermore, but is through a level 
country, consequently one engine 
will be able to do the work which re- 
quired two on the old route, and 
much better time will be made—so 
much better, it is expected, that tho 
passengers by the eastern bound ex 
press train will take dinner in Sacra- 
mento about 12:30 p. M., insteud of 
arriving here at 2:40 p. M., as at pres- 
ent. 
The railroad company are also 


constructing another branch road to 
leave the California Pacific at Fair- 
field and run thence to Benecia, at 
which point it will be connected by 
ferry with the first mentioned route, 
and run to Oakland from Martinez. 
It is also said that after the comple- 
tion of the branch from FairHeJd the 
overland trains going east and west 
will be run o**er the California Pa- 
cific road irom here to Fairfleld, and 
thence to Oakland, via Benicia and 
Martinez. These improvements will 
have the effect of shortening the 
overland trip sereral hours and will 
afford travelers an opportunity of 
traversing through a fine agricul- 
tural country and also taking a trip 
along the bay shores.

The Elko Indtpendmt it doing a 


good work in exposing and calling 
particular attention to the manner in 
which the game and fish laws of tbe 
State are violated. We copy the sub- 
joined articles from late issues of 
that journal: 


In view of tho fact that enterpris- 


ing oittiena of Elko, aided by the 
State Fish Commissioner, are making 
arrangements to stock oar streams 
with wbolsome food fishes from other 
countries, it is deeply motifying to 
know that selfish men in onr own Tic 
initv are at this moment doing all in 
their power to thwart the contemp- 
lated enterprise. We have already 
called attention to the fact tbat law- 
less pot hunters, for the sake of gain- 
ing a few paltry dollars, are rapid- 
ly decemating th« native fishes of 
the Hnmboldt and otber streams in 
this region, by the use of wire straps 
and giant powder. To make this 
work of wholesale ruin more complete 
and to render the propagation of the 
finny tribes utterly impossible in uur 
waters, we now learn from credible 
authority, that certain ranch owners 
in this county »re actively engaged 
in constructing dams at several points 
along the flutnboldt for the purpose 
of turning tbe stream from its orig- 
inal channel. These dams are being 
constructed of alternating layers of 
willow brush so arranged that the 
smallest minnow cannot pass through 
or over the impenetrable barrier. 
The result of this damming process 
will be tbe complete distrnction of 
all the fishes below the constructions, 
and will, for all time, prevent the 
free migration of the fry 
to their 


accustomed 
spawning 
grounds. 


Thus it will be seen that a few careless 
and improvident citizens may deprive 
whole communities of a valuable food 
supply audjOommit with impunity, 
an open violation of statutory law. 


We do not desire to apeak harshly, 


nor inconsiderately of any of our 
neighbors, nor do we mean to throw 
obstacles in the way of legitimate 
ranch irrigation; but we do affirm 
that it is ungenerous and outrageous 
to deliberately destroy the fish life of 
the State by processes such as we 
have enumerated. The laws for the 
protection of game and fish in Nevada 
are ample for the purpose, if they 
can be properly applied, and we 
earnestly hope that the citizens of 
Elko and neighboring towns may im- 
mediately form game-protective clubs 
whose duty it shall be to see that the 
laws are adequately enforced. 


Some years since, an enterprising 


citizen of Elko expended several 
hundred dollars of his own money, 
in importing large numbers of East- 
ern and California quail for the land- 
able purpose of stocking the valleys 
of eastern Elko county with those 
splendid game-birds. The effort was 
crowned with encouraging success 
and the birds began to multiply with 
surpassing rapidity and every lover 
of field sport in this locality was de 
lighted with the prospect of a bounti- 
ful supply of feathered game. Pies- 
ently the pot banters of Eureka came 
down like wolves on the fold and 
quickly bagged every quail in Elko 
county. We now learn from gentle-
